19 3 No other State money may be used to support the Fund.

20 (e Q) The Chairman of the Board or the designee of the Chairman shall
21 administer the Fund.

22 (2 Moneys in the Fund may be expended only for any lawful purpose

24 Q) The Legidative Auditor shall audit the accounts and transactions of the
25 Fund as provided in § 2-1220 of the State Government Article.
